S.R.O. 96. — In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 280 of the Canton- 
ments Act 1924, (II of 19241, the Central Government is pleased to direct that the 
following further amendment shall be made in the Military Lands and Canton- 
ments Service (Class I and Class II) Rules, 1951, the same having been previously 
published as required by sub-section (1) of the said section, namely:— 

In the said Rules after Rule 27 the following rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

“27A (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, but without 
prejudico to the number of vacancies to be filled by promotion under 
these rules, Government may. In consultation with the Commission, 
recruit persons to Class II cadre of the Service, from amongst re- 
trenched and surplus gazetted officers of Government, including 
released officers of the Armed Forces, and displaced gazetted Govern- 
ment Servants. 

(2) This rule shall cease to be operative on the 31st day of December, 1954.”

S.R.O. 97. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 10 of the Government 
Premises (Eviction) Act, 1950 (XXVII of 1950), the Central Government hereby 
directs that the following further amendment shall be made in the Government 
Premises Eviction Rules, 1950, namely: — 

In the proviso to sub-rule (1) of rule 6 of the said Rules, after clause (b) the 
following clause shall be added at the end namely: — 

"(c) Where the appeal is from the order of the Chief Mining Engineer, 
Railway Board, as ihc Competent Authority, the appeal shall be 
addressed to the Secretary to the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Works. Production and Supply.”
